This little parable may explain to our readers why we do not read in 
Mr. Cleveland’s message the wild and trumpet-like challenge to war, the 
very thought of which has caused the sensational press to burst out into a 
bilous eruption of **scare-heads.” Undoubtedly the President has pointed 
out that the United States stands firmly committed to a principle or policy 
by which it must abide at any cost or at any sacrifice. But in so doing he 
has left it entirely with England to decide whether she chooses to force a 
determined nation to the extreme test of bloodshed. With the assent of 
Congress, he has even gone so far as to create a competent and fair-minded 
Commission, to investigate thoroughly the claim of the United States to 
the right of interference in this long-discussed matter — without touching 
on the original subject of dispute. It now rests with England to decide 
for herself — not whether she will accept our view of the Monroe Doctrine, 
or go to war, — but whether she will give up her extra-diplomatic meth- 
ods, and put the mere issue of fact in the way of settlement, by any 
means she may select, which will be fair to the opposing parties, and 
conformable to the dignity of two great and normally friendly nations.

We can not help thinking that this is the reasonable view which 
Great Britain will take of the matter. The elegantly literary, but rather 
evasive style which her press adopts in discussing the situation; and the 
engaging and infantile recklessness with which her financiers bite off, so 
to speak, their good American securities, just to spite their own purses, 
lead us to believe that they have long ago counted the cost of war and 
decided that it 1s— paradoxically — too expensive for so rich a nation. 
She has too much territory to leave unguarded by any material division 
of even her huge fleet; and too much profitable commerce to be handed 
over to the rapacious cruiser and privateersman, or the still more ravenous 
foreign ship-owner. For these and for several other reasons, we are 
inclined to think that the more Great Britain thinks it over, the more 
she will agree with our two exiles in Canada, and decide that: ‘ This is 
no time for unchristian animosities !”
